\ elude the doubling of the Subject by the IS of the. Soviets, Polee or East 
Germans* At the very least, fabrication appears to be Involved* Ve have 
not yet succeeded in obtaining enough information, for which we hAve been 
and are continuing to press* *» 

2. A communication from S-2, BKP (Berlin Military Post), dated 6 January 
1950, inquired about the disposition of Subject, who appeared in Berlin ol&lalng 
to have been working under agent no. 1024125, code name D S!EAJnSXiAW n , on a mis- 
sion to gather information in Poland and Vest Russia, under case officer l\ 

Vhite Russian fod . Prancsek KOSZAL, Ulchelsdorf , Cham, to whom he allegedly 
sent reports on lE^July, 6 August £nd 3 October 1948* * S-2, 3KP reported his 
statement that he had been arrested by the East German, police, 14 November 
1948 in Iiiegnlts (later discovered that this should be Ueublankensee, vie. 
Loechnits, 25 km. V. of Stettin). ... 



3* On 2 February 1950, OFFSPRING answered our query by . oring that 'the 
Subject was not listed in their card file; that they fcad> no record of agent 
no. 102415; and that the KUSZAL above was undoubtedly identical with Frantlsek - 
-^-KUSZSL, Diet. Agency 6 of General Agency n C tt . 

4. On 1 Harch 1950 OFFSPRING informed us that Subject was believed 
identical with a "former agent V 11 166" of GY C (BV 6); bom 24 October 1925. 

I* In the early summer of 1948 (at age 23) he was repatriated to Poland by IHO 
Regensburg, with the mieslon of contacting Vhite Russian personalities in the 
Blalietok area. Agent no. 1J2416 was an internal number given to him by 
. his case officer, and not registered in the central OFFSPRING -files. ’ Subject 
forwarded one report, while behind the Iron Curtain, via cover address* 

Another agent, 11 165, had a mibsion in 1949 to contact Subject, but he was 
. unable to find him.

‘ . 6 6. On 28 May 1950, we received a report' from OFFSPRING to the effect that 
Subject had been interrogated in Berlin in late April end that this interroga- 
tion established that after his repatriation he stayed in the Brest-Litovsk 
area and White Russia; during June - late September 1948 he was in contact 
with White Russian partisans. When returning to Germany, he was arrested in 
the vicinity of Stettin, The same report Informed us that he, along with 
other DPs, had been transferred from West Berlin to the IRD Camp in 
Schleieeheim., OFFSPRING commented that it would re-interrogate, that it be- 
lioved subject had not been turned, and that he exaggerated regarding his 
experiences in White Russia. 

7. MOL-A-2149, 1 June 1950 (to COS only), forwarded an 1 OFFSPRING report 

on the first interrogation of Subject. It reported the following: ^ 

a. On 23 May 1950, Subject vac apprehended for possessing falsified 
documents and taken to CIC, Hossnheim. Bedford took the matter up with

the OFFSPRING Cl experts and an 'OFFSPRING interrogator was dispatched 
to the scene* When b^-TOt there, he found Subject was not only carry- 
ing falsified documej Abut was also ouite inebriated* The interro- 
gator, therefore, seduwv Subject's release and drove Subject to the 
IKD Camp Schleiesheim* Subject will be interrogated again in the near 
future, if they can catch him sober. 



b* We do not agree with OFFSPRING that two interrogations are euf- 
ficont to establish whether or not subject was turned by the RIS during 
his four months eojourn in the Breet-Litovsk area. We intend to propose 
thAt Subject be thoroughly tested if he is to be re-employed by OFFSPRING, 

o. We have also asked for the full details of Subject's contacts 
with White Russian underground groups which might give ua an additional 
check on Subject's story as well as provide interesting operational in- 
formation. Subject claims to have been in eontaot with the leader of 
one of the larger underground groups* 




8* On 7 June 1950, OFFSPRING forwarded another report* substantially as 

fOllOWS! 

a. “Since Subject is in the US Zone he forwarded another detailed 
report 8 on his experiences in Poland and White Russia* Only one copy of 
this report, German text, was attached (minus the original six appendices), 
' t i It is forwarded herewith as Annex 1, with Sones 1 rough translation thereof 
appended as Annex 2. 



b. During discusclons lasting several hours "he novor said any con- 
tradictions and he answered all questions held against kia statements"* 

His report contains no very valuable information; however, "the White . 
Russian expert of GV C has no doubt" that he roally was with the Partisans 
in the area of Pinsk, north of the Pripjet marshes. 

c* It Is believed thAt UUUA is efficient and reliable and that his 
small results are mainly based on lack of training. GV C intends to 
train aim more thoroughly and then send him on another mission. A few 
, problems have to be solved flret, namely: 

(1) how can he be channeled across the Polish border? 

(2) how can he obtain legal status there? 



■ 9. Unfortunately, we do not take such a light and optimistic view of 

s the case as does OFFSPRING. The "interrogation" report appears to be little 
core than a transcript of Subject's unchallenged statements.' We Incline to 
the view that it contains, at least, fabrications, and indeed, we go so far 
as to euspeot, until proven otherwise, that the Subject has been doubled. 
Shore are many obvious flaws in the Subject's story; to check some of these 
. ve have submitted to OFFSPRING a questionnaire, a copy of which is attached 
as Annex 3* 
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19. In vlev of the epparently poor Quality of the "interrogation" , the 
interrogator, "11 275", ma^-^eenr© a 'bit of attention. He was born in the 
Ukraine, where he spent h? yuth; he was a Czariet cavalry officer; eubse- 
miently a proieesional THcrtrrfAan Emigre officer (see para 3 b, Dev. Proj. 

143 for further details). He has been with the Abwehr for many years and 
is now Deputy Chief of Sob-Agency 18 of "C M controlled by 11 260. He is the 
case officer for Projects 139 end 142. An entry in the project 142 file 
shove that he flew to Berlin on 26 April 1950, allegedly to put the project 
into effect through 11 293, father of 11 277. Note, however, that Subject 
was Interrogated in Berlin by 11 275 on 26 , 27, and 28 of April, probably 
the real reason for this trip. 

11. Traces on the persons mentioned in Subject* e report are negative, 
with the exception of the following traces on his case officer, KDSZSL or 
HUSZAL, Prantlsek, or Franczek, or Prance szek.

OFFSPRING Hote: 11 166 vae recruited by 11 284 and sent Into Poland, ae a 

Polish repatriate® , in 1948, with our material support. Ee received from 
11 264, aleo a White Russian, the mission of: 

a. establishing contact with White Russian partisan* 

b. bringing bach one of their representatives. 

11 166 on 26 , 27 and 28 April 1950 was interrogated In Berlin by 11 275 and 
stated the following; 

8 July 1948 I left for Poland in a repatriation transport, with papers 
to the effect that I was born in Bolostok. 

11 July 1948, at the Polish screening station at Deedslza . a Polish let 
lieutenant questioned me concerning details of my birthplace, e.g., color of 
buildings, church, etc. 1 did not know the city, so was unable to answer 
these questions, which inability I explained on the ground that, though * 
had been bom in Bolostok, I lived in Vllna from 1935 on. (Hote: In that 
case he would have left at the age of 10, still old enough to remember some 
elementary or outetanding details.) Despite this excuse, I vae arrested 
<tnrt led into a cell, but released two days later. 

14 July 1950 (sic., should be 1948) I roceivod from the repatriation 
offleo Identity card Ko. 468 376 (Appendix l) and travelled to H&ra SolJ 
to the brother of the friend I had in Ch/un- Kr. TSCKERBIK ; To go thore I , 
explained that I wanted to find my mother and that, posBibly, my acquaintance 
might know something of her fate. 

20 July 1948 returned from Howa Solj to Belostok (see entry on reverse 
aide of my repatriation document Ho. 2584, App. 1). There I let myself be 
registered only with PUR end travelled of/ to Seojetyteche, a £ tan. from which 
I found shelter with a farmer, a White Busslan, with whoso help I succeeded 
in establishing contact with White Russian partisans, who were in contact 
with White Russian partisans and Polish partisans, HSZ (Haro do vie Sily 
Zbroine). 

In conversation with •DOB 0 , the chief of these port leans, I told him 
all that 11 284 had' instructed me. He introduced me to a former White Russian 
major (personally known to 11 284), who in 1944 vae with a White Russian unit* 
During a common retreat with the Germans, he went over with two companies, to 
the Polish partisans in Augustovo and later Joined the White Russian partisans. 
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28 July 1948s Having established contact with the partisans, I considered 
th* first part of my idosig^Hccoaipllshed, and travelled back with the afore* 
aald major arriving* 30 Ju^^rLn Sown SolJ, vie. Seljona Oum. 

2 Angus t 1948: He travelled together toward Goerlltx, where we wanted 
to cro s 8 the border. In the course of tho trip, I vent to buy tocatoes at 
the Ljubanj station* On ny return, I noticed that the major was held by a 
Abstain _ln OB uniform and by a civilian . I avoided then end continued toward 
Goerlltz* 

3 Angus t 1948 at 3 a.m. I wag arrested at the tfelese river and taken to 
the city court of Sgochaliae, 1 vae releaeed after explaining that I had 
recently been repatriated and had been looking for ay mother. Certificate Ho# 
1170 (Appendix 2). 

Here in the court, I see t a Pole who lived in Proschewo, 21 km. from 
Jelenlja Oura* He suggested that Z go work for him in his business* Z vent 
there and from thereof _wro te a letter to 11 284 on or about 10 "August 1948. 

12 August 1948s Z travelled back to my old host in Semjatytsche, where 
I netfe jPB* again and told him all that happened and ashed him to find another 
man for mo. He said that he was not In a position to do this himself, but 
that I should trust my host, who would see to it that I got to the partisans 
in Soviet Vhite HusBia. 

o/a 23 August 1948: Two people in SoTiet uniforms appeared and asked 

for ate by name and told me that I suet ride with them to Breet-Litovsk. They 
g^ve me a military travel card and ordered me, on arrival in Brest-Iitovsk, to 
wait at the' railroad station. Ktere, after waiting almoet tvo hours, a EH 
man met me and when I gave him my name he showed me a freight car in which Z 
could continue to Plush. Thereupon, X passed the military control point, got 
Into the car and proceeded to Pinek, 

It Is possible to buy Soviet military passes in Fo land from demobilised 
Soviet soldiers who do not want to return home but prefer to stay in Poland* 

In Pin:k the HE man passed me to a farmer from the Poles* Jo territory. 

The farmer gave me 250 roubles and told me that we wore going to a town 8 ton 
from the olty. X followed him and was led to the priest of the town, 
Xatschaaowitschi*' He fed and shelter »d me till 11 p.rn. , when he called me 
to the conrtyard, where I found two armed men in Soviet uniform, with green 
insignia on their shoulder-boards, but with a little _ red-white flag instead 
of a red star on the cap, 

3 ton, cross-country, later, ve were challenged (Hoerte ich den Buf 
«Ver dat*); one of my escorts went forward, then ve proceeded. 1 \ km. 
further ve met three more armed men and I was blindfoted. Further on in an - 
earthen hut, I met a man in uniform who introduced himself as *S0CEA\ 
commander of the partisans. I told him that I had to speak to the supreme 
commander of the partisans, who was absent at the time, according to SOCHA. 

I gave SOCHA of the watches received from 11 284. He, in turn, gave 
me 1,400 Soviet roubles * 




I was returned to the priest, at whose home I waited three days* Them 
1 vaa retained to the eartbw^ hut, where a representative of the supreme com- 
mander asked oe to write ovL..^ name, business, etc. On returning, he stated 
that I was still not trustecTand asked me a number of questions such as: who 

is 11 2841 where OLW what is the appearance of 'il 284* s wife! 

Further details concerning these questions and answers can only he discussed 
with U 284. (!) 

1 never did meet the supreme chief face to fac». But after this con- 
versation, X received from him 3,600 Soviet roubles. 

I told the priest that X f d like to remain in LJubtscba. He told me 
that there were also partisans in Kallbockaja Puschtscha in Borki, but that 
he could not answer for the success of the trip* 

In two days I came to Hovogrudek and fjjom there to Ljubtscha, walking 
25 km. X remained there five days. Then I Trent to Borki, where I established 
contact, with the -Dart loans, among whom I metf'many acquaintances and friends, 
e.g* ^^SOQBAHOVITSCH. 

Vhat I saw and heard there can only be imparted to 11 284* (1) 

After a couple of days with the partisans they gars me a guide who R 
took me by boat across the Hlemen river, near Grodno. 

From there we went by Belostok to Semjatytsche, reaching there 25-26 
September 1948, Here I met "DOB* again; he gave me a letter for 11 284, 
photos * and 15.000 polish slaty . 

27 September 1948s I returned to Proschewe by Elenja Gum (Elrschberg 
der TJebers) to ay Polish acquaintances, in whose business I had to work in 
order to secure a notice of departure from that town. The name of this Pole 
was Jullah^STAHKEVICZ* 



28 September 1948: I gave notice of departure and went toward Sti^Ji, 

with the Intention of securing some kind of work in the vicinity of the 
Polish- German border. Through the Work Office I received appropriate em- 
ployment in the state collectivised property, Vengrownik, which is 3 k&. from 
the border, it was a matter of "Zeitarbeit", picking potatoes* 

Inasamch as I was working in the border sone, I received a paes\which 
gave me the opportunity to move freely in this zone* Baring my stay att his 
collective I made the acquaintance of the Administrator, a Pole name^nPOL, 
who was a member of the FFB (Polish Worker, Party), In addition to hir"regular 
duties, he occupied himself with smuggling and black-marketing and was ready 
to help him. This was agreeable to XXH, who, thereupon, gave me 15 kilos of 
bacon and spirits, which X was to take into the Soviet Zone of Germany. By 
pre-arrangement with BOL, X was supposed to *le&ve on 20 November 1948. But 
I went eix days earlier, i.e., 14 November 1948 and 6-7 km. across the border, 
in Beu-Blankensee, I was ayrepted by the German Spy Zone . police . 
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Before my arrest , I threw awa y *be latter for 11 284 and the photos 
which BUB had given me. Afwr my arrest, the Carmans turned ae over to tho 
Buss lan authorities in Bok Woek. Here I eat three days and, ae a Polish 
cl t lien, was transferred to the Polish authorities in Seu-Linke. Prom there^ 
1 vae taken to the Stettin headmxarters of the "W.O.P. 1 1 . the military border 
guard. Here I eat for two days, whereupon I was taken to the Polish Info mat iq 
("Polnieche Information" — T intelligence), in Peter Skarga street. Here 
I was Interrogated for five days . Then I was token to a special Jail for J .. 
illegal border crossere in Starg&rd, where I sat for months. Prom this 
collective arrest, I was placed under the military Xommandatur 3^ months. 

After 6^ months of imprisonment, 1 received from the special commission 
a one year work camp (Arbeit sieger) sentence as on employment delinquent 
(Wirtschafteverbrecher). 

I was in the Mellentln camp, by Vloxlavek, where 1 stayed months, 
to which counted the time spent in Stargard, so that I was released on 14 
Hovember 1949. For release certificate eee Appendix 3. 

In Jail I met a Pole who was also imprisoned for attempting to cross 
the border. He was separated from me but knew when 1 wt s to be released. On. 
the day of my release, he met me and I accompanied him to his fcmlly In 
Clechocinak (See Appendix 4). There I lived until 22 December 1949. (For 
my departure certificate from Clechoclnek see Appendix 5), 

From Clechoclnek I wrote a letter to my former hoot in Seajatytsche 
informing him of my experiences, and of my present residence. After a few 
days I received a telegram from him announcing hie arrival and asking ae to 
meet him at the HR station. He did, indeed, come and brought with him four, 
kilos of bacon and 5.000 glotve . He informed me that the Commander of the 
partisans had sent the message that I should, tar all means, push through to 
the Vest, and then write a letter. I made arrangements with him with regard 
to the encoding of my letter and promised to write him from Ulebelsdorf, a 
place where a White Russian camp had been, without then knowing that the 
camp was no longer located there. 

22 December 1949: I vent with my comrades to Stettin to look into the 

possibilities of crossing the border. I had lived with these comrades in 
Clechoclnek. In Stettin I chanced to meetKJL, who wae now the administrator 
.of another state collective. To DUL I said simply that if he would not help 
iime In crossing the border X r d denounce him for smuggling and blackmarketing. 

DDL wrote a letter for me to the new manager of the Vengrovnik collective, 
where I had once worked, to the effect that I still had money coning for work 
performed. This letter I needed in order once more to go to Vengrovnik, close 
to the border, and thus to have the opportunity to go to tho West. (See 
Appendix 6). 

With this writing I presented myself at Peter Skarga street (T Polish 
Intelligence) to get a pass. I was there on 24 December 1949. I was told 
that I'd hare to wait for ths pass until after the holidays, when the chief 
would be back, and that hiq assistant could not take it upon himself to give 
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bo such a permit inasmuch had previously been fentenced for attempted 
(illegal) border crossing. *his wr.s in the morning of 24 December 1949. 

It 1900 hours of that same day* ny comrnde end I crossed the border 
near Bok Dobr* taking edvantngo of the holidays. After crossing the border, 
we went by foot to Brandenburg and went from there to the Stettin HR station 
and fro® there to Berlin. During the trip, no one asked no for any document** 
tioa. 

After 1 had reached Berlin, Z reported to the Vest Zone German police 
as a refugee. After three days* I was taken on 28 December 1949 to the Pollsel- 
Praeeldium, where I found three Americans, one of whoa spoke Czech. Z told 
him that I had been sent on & mission by Americans in 1948* whereupon Z was 
taken to 4 Kaisor-Wllhelm street, where I was told to stay for a week. Z vent 
back again and was asked where and why I had been i^rlsoned, about the or* 
gani ration of Soviet properties in Boland, etc. Then I was told to go to 
18 Schmar at rases, there Z met a sergeant who caked Be, the same Questions all 
over again. Zn the meantime* Z registered with ISO and received ZBO Certifi- 
cate Bo. 610 714* 

Since Z had no opportunity to reach Michel ado rf, I sent to my Seajatytecfce 
host* from Berlin, a little package of cocoa. In which I had, hidden. IS , 000 
slotv. which 1 had bought there with the money which 11 284 bad sent me from 
the Vest Zone. Z sCLso apprised him of the seepage from Kx. TSCHARiJIX In 
Rosenheim.
